WASHINGTON, Dee. 16,—[By the Western 
Associated Press.| ‘The National Republi- 
can this morning prints the following letter 
from Senator Stanford on the sugar ques- 
tion: 

Editor of the National Republican: 
Your note asking for my views on the ques- 
tion of collecting customs duties on sugar + 
and the internal revenue tax on tobacco has 
been received. From my observations of. 
the making of sugar from beets in California, 
Lthink the day not far distant when with 
improved machinery we can produce all the 
refined sugar needed as low as it can be pro- 
duced in any other country, and that 
in consequence sugar will fur- 
nished to our people cheap, 
if not cheaper, than it can _ be 
furnished from abroad. I am. therefore 
against removing its pretection. Beet sugar 
is now made in California with fair success. 
1 visited a beet sugar factory in California 
recently, the proprietor of which told me 
that he had made Sugar at a cost of 4,99 
cents per pound, with imperfect machinery, 
and that with improved machinery he 
thought the cost could be reduced at least one 
cent per pound. Asa principle I believe in 
the protection of. our home industries 
against foreign competition, and as a conse- 
quence of the cultivation of tobacco as a 
legitimate industry, ]1 see no suflicient rea- 
son why it should be burdened while other 
industries are protected.

LANDS IN SEVERALY TO INDIANS. 

The House this afternoon passed the bill 
relating to Indian fands. As amended, the 
bill provides that in all cases where any 
tribe of Indians is located upon a reserva- 
tion created for its use, either by stipulation 
or by virtue of an-act of Congress or Execu- 
tive order, the Secretary of the Interior is 
authorized, whenever in his — any 
reservation of such Indians is advantageous 
for agricultural and grazing ‘purposes, to 
cause said reservation to be surveyed, or re- 
surveyed if necessary, and to allot the lands 
in said reservation in severalty tothe Indians 
located thereon, on their application in 

uantities as follows: Lh each head of a 
aby one-quarter of a section; to each sin- 
gle person over 18 years of age one-eighth of 
a section; to each orphan child under 18 
years of age one-eighth of a section; to each 
other person under 15 years of age one-six- 
teenth of a section: provided that in case 


reservations, to allot lands to each Indian of 
the classes abuve named, in quantities as 
above provided, the lands embraced in such 
reservation or reservations shall be alloted 
to each individual of each of said classes 
pro rata, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act. The rights and privileges 
of citizenship are conferred upon every 
Indian born within the territory limits of 
the United States to whom allotments have 
been made, and upon every Indian who has 
voluntarily taken up his residence and 
adopted the habits of civilized life. The 
rovisions of the bill do not extend 
fo the territory oecupied by the Cherokees, 
Creeks, Choctaws, Chickasaws, Seminoles 
and QOsages, Miamis and Peorias, and 
Saes and Foxes in Indian ‘Territory, nor 
to any of the reservations of the Seneca na- 
tion of New York Indians in the State of 
New York, nor to that strip of territory in 
the State of Nebraska adjoming the Sioux 
nation on the south; nor does the bill au- 
thorize the abolishment of any reservation 
until the consent of a majority of the male 
members, 21 years of age, shall be first ob- 
tained.

The Police Force. 


The reorganization of our police 
force, to a greater or less extent, will be 
a measure that will naturally follow 
the inauguration of a new city govern- 
ment. 

A first-class force is necessary—one 
that may be depended upon for good 
service—one that will be a credit to 
Los Angeles, which needs, and is 
entitled to, a highgr order of merit, 
personal and officiay, in the guardians 
of its peace and order. 

The first duty of the Council is to 
select a suitable man for chief of the 
force. He should be a man of unques- 
tioned probity, of unassailable integ- 
rity, of tried courage and iron will, of 
wide experience in detective capacities, 
of perfect self-control, of ability to com- 
mand men, and one possessing zeal and 
impartiality in the discharge of his 
duties. Knowing his duty, he should 
know neither friend nor foe in the dis- 
charge of it. He should, moreover, be 
aman who can meet the old army re- 
quirement, viz, officer and a gen- 
tleman.”’ This is asummary of quali- 
fications which it may be difficult to 
combine in one person, yet it is by no 
means an impossible combination. 

Such a chief of police being selected, 
he should have placed at his command 
a corps of officers composed of the best 
material it is possible for the Commis- 
sioners to select. There is plenty of 
good timber to choose from, if it be 
only called out and brought to the front 
and center. Where members of the 
present force shall pe found to 
have done their whole duty faith- 
fully and well, subjecting @jem- 
selves cheefully to that 
which is necessary to the efficiency of 
the body, and which should be every 
officer's pride and pleasure, they will 
doubtless be reappointed, as they de- 
serve to be. But where members of 
the force are known to be inefficient, 
insubordinate, corrupt or cowardly, 
they do not deserve reappointment, and 
cannot hope to be retained through ‘‘in- 
fluence” or favoritism. 

In the past there has been, at differ- 
ent times, not a little insubordination 
and conspiring against the head of the 
force, as well as against each other, on 
the part of policemen. Sometimes there 
have been reasons for opposition to the 
chiefs, not a few of whom have been 
men not entitled to that measure of re- 
spect which a head officer should com- 
mand in order to properly control and 
efficiently wield the force under him. 

In those cases where either; the head 
or the subordinates of the force have 
indulged in corrupt practices—accepted 
bribes for conniving at gambling and 
other offenses against the law—trouble 
has invariably followed, sooner or later. 
This was inevitable, and the same re- 
sult will more surely than ever follow 
a repetition of such official crimes. If 
the head of the force attempts to 
carry on 2 blackmailing business on 
his own account, without the knowl- 
edge of his men, he is sooner or later 
found out and exposed. If he attempts 
a limited partnership in his dishonest 
operations, dividing with some of his 


“men and not with others, the discrimi- 


nation is resented, and exposure again 
follows. If he undertakes a general 
““divvy,’ he commits a business blun- 
der, for there is not enough to go 
around, unless the “blood’’ or “hush- 
money” is exceptionally “big.” If the 
Chief is honest, refuses bribes himself 
and denies their acceptance to the mem- 
bers of his force, the dishonest ones 
among them, and the criminal classes 
as well, are offended, and they seek to 
‘“‘get even”? with the Chief. They con- 
spire against him, and, assuming a 
virtue which they have not, they per- 
haps start stories designed to blast his

good name. Thus it may happen that 
an honest head of the force suffers from. 
unjust accusations, and his efficiency is 
destroyed while he is-yet an innocent 
mau. 

These remarks are general and not 
specific. 

The need of a good force, well disci- 
plined, and of a capable head, who 
shall be fully sustained by the Commis- 
sioners, the Council and the public in 
the discharge of his difficult duties, is 
too obviousto need further argument 
or elaboration. 

Non-interference in matters that do 
not belong to the police force is another 
essential requisite. Reform in this 
particular is demanded by the people. 
‘Hands off of primaries, polls, politics, 
and election machinery generally,” 
except in the discharge of the police- 
man’s duty as an officer or a citizen, 
should be the rule of action in the 
police department. If the force can be 


improperly wielded in the interests of 


one political party, it can be used to 
serve another. If it can be diverted to 
do the will of the leaders of a party, 
it can be made the servant of a faction 
of that party. If it can be ordered 
about by one ward boss or ‘“‘smart 
politition,” it can be commanded by 
another to do his particular will. And 
so it is made the puppet of persons— 
of political bosses, strikers, managers, 
or what not—and the public, the PEo- 
who are entitled to the full 
services of the force which they em- 
ploy and pay, are made the sufferers, 
their interests are neglected, their prop- 
erty left to take care of itself, while the 
will of the political bosses is done. 
We draw a picture, not of an actual, 
but of a possible condition of things in 
the city of Los Angeles. These things 


may come to pass if the people are not} 


constantly on the alert. Let them 


take time by the forelock and guard / 


against future danger. 


“Wash” Sales. 


In the rush of events in prosperous 
Los Angeles the distinction between 
the true and the false, the sound and 
the unsound, in the matter of real- 
estate transactions and other business 
ventures, must not be lost sight of if 
we would keep ourselves on a sound 
footing financially. Land sales that 
are not genuine, but ‘‘cooked,”’ bring 
their own recoil, which is invariably 
disastrous to the ‘“‘snide’’ projectors 
sooner or later. The deception cannot 
be kept up; the true facts are bound 
to come out, as is the true character of 
a pretender in business, politics, re- 
ligion or social life, and the result is 
inevitably injurious, not simply to the 
persons immediately responsible for 
the fraud (which would be no subject 
of regret), but, unfortunately, to the 
whole line of business, involving the 
innocent with the guilty, the genuine 
with the false, and clouding trans- 
actions of merit condueted by honora- 
ble men in an honorable manner. 

There have already been developed to 
some extent, in and about this city, 
eertain gambling, lottery and other 
‘*snide’’ speculative features in the 
real-estate market which are of no 
benefit to it and no credit to the au- 
thors of the same. 

When the business gets down so that, 
in order to make auction sales of lots 
go off” satisfactorily, it may become 
necessary to resort to the ‘‘cheap and 
nasty’’ practice of offering purchasers 
premiums in the shape of chromos, 
bronze monkeys and bull. pups with 
brass collars, you will see, gentlemen 
speculators of the too eager and reck- 
less type, where you have brought the 
business by your bucket-shop tactics. 

The favorite “‘racket” with specu- 
lators of the curb-stone class is to get 
possession of a tract of land for subdi- 
Vision, pay a trifle on it, cut it up into 
lots, hold a loudly-heralded auction 
sale, and trust to quick sales at enorm- 
ous prices to get them out of **the hole” 
which yawns before them in case they 
fail on their payments to the original 
owners. The auction sale may drag, 
but the bidding is not allowed 
to stop; it goes the 
same, the  sharpers’ inside’ the 
ring putting uptstool-pigeons to do the 
buying, and the long list of lots ‘‘sold”’ 
finds its way into the newspaper offices, 
accompanied by urgent requests from 
the thimble-riggers. to publish ‘as 
news.”’ 

These meretricious practices, as we 
have already declared, are a serious in- 
jury tothe business, to the genuine oper- 
ators and to the city. Men of sagacity 
at home, as well as from abroad, “get 
onto” them quick enough, and the ef- 
fect is to drive off investors, who other- 
wise would be only too glad to put their 
money into sound ventures conducted 
on business principles. 

It is not the matter of asking and 
paying high prices for well-located and 
desirable properties that we object to; 
it is ‘“‘snide’’ practices and fictitious 
sales that we denounce. 

As to the publishing of sales that are 
not genuine, Tie Times here and now 
gives fair notice that it will have no 
hand in this species of deception of its 
readers, if it knows it. We intend to 
make all practicable investigation of 
the sales reported to us from time to 
time, and if any are not genuine the 
sellers, will hear from us as to their at- 
tempted frauds upon the public. The 
whole business of buying and selling 
real estate shall not be turned into a 
grand lottery scheme if the responsible 
men in the pursuit can prevent it.

A FIERCE BLAZE. 


The Philadelphia Brewery Has a 
Close Call. 

All day yesterday a man was engaged 
with a team, hauling crude petroleum to fill 
the 5000-gallon tank set in the ground in 
the rear’ of the Philadelphia Brewery on 
Aliso street. The petroleum was in use for 
fuel, being conducted from the tank to the 
engine-room in a pipe. . It was hauled from 
the depot to the brewery in an iron tank, 
holding about 100 gallons, and thence was 
emptied into the underground receiver. 
About 6 o’clock last evening the teamster 
arrived with another loaded tank. 

Somebody told Joe Meyer, one of the 
proprietors of the brewery, that the receiver 
was nearly full, and he took a light with 
him to investigate the matter. As soon as 
he got over the big tank the gas arising from 
it was —— and exploded. Meyer was 
terribly burned on the face and hands, his 
eyebrows and hair being “nee off. He ran 
to the engine-house, and told the engineer 
to whistle an alarm; then he ran to his 
house, adjoining the brewery, and thence 
back to the engine-room, where he got some 
lard-oil to put on his burned face and hands. 
Meantime the iron tank, reeently hauled up, 
had exploded, and the scattered oil, together 
with that in the underground receiver. was 
burning fiercely. 

A shed used for bottling beer, which stood 
close tothe oil, was ignited and partially 
burned. Had it not been for the prompt ar- 
rival of the fire department the entire 
brewery would have been burned. The 
water was judiciously applied, the fireman 
contenting themselves with wetting the ad- 
jacent buildings to prevent the fire from 
communicating with them, while the oil in 
the underground tank was left to burn itself 
out. Mr. Meyer was taken to his home, 
where he was attended by Dr. Kurtz. 
The burned surfaces were covered’ with 
the regulation sweet oil and cotton batting 
forming a complete mask over the face an 
hands. The patient was not suffering so 
severely but he was able to give a lucid ac- 
count of the accident. ' 

Dr. Kurtz explained that, with this kind 
of a burn, the pain was not excessive at 
first. Without question, Mr. Meyers’s in- 
juries are very serious. 

‘The damage to the brewery was compara- 
tively — as no buildings were burned 
except the bottling shed. Probably the 
heaviest pecuniary loss was in the oil. The 
policies of insurance are on the main build- 
ing and contents,and the insurance com- 
panies are not affected.

The Sespe Oil Company has ordered from 
the East seventy carloads (about twenty 
miles) of four-inch oil-tubing and nine ear- 
loads of tankage, being two tanks of 35,000 
barrels capacity each, which will be ship- 
ped to this coast shortly.

A. J. Bilyeu was taken in about 10 o’clock 
last night in a very bilyeus condition. A 
search of his pockets brought to light a 
yenomous-looking 45-caliber Colt’s revolver, 
a wallet with $40 in greenbacks, and a bunch 
of keys with a tag which showed the stran- 
ger to be a resident of Miles City, Mont. 


THE NEW FIRE ALARM. 


LOS ANGELES INAUGURATES A 
GREAT IMPROVEMENT. 


The Richmond System and Its Work- 
ings — Printing the Alarm Auto- 
matically — List of Boxes — Direc- 
tions for Use. 


The fire alarm system just introduced in 
Los Angeles is what is known as the “‘Rich- 
mond Fire Alarm Company’s Non-Interfer- 
ing System of Fire Alarm.” The works of 
the company are situated at Richmond, Ind. 
As in the case of the electric railroad, Los 
Angeles has the honor of being the first city 
on the Pacific coast to adopt this system, 
which is generally conceded to be superior, 
in many respects, to any other yet devised. 

The first fire telegraph system ever intro- 
duced into public use was put up in Berlin 
in 1851. The first fire alarm telegraph sys- 
tem—that is the first system in whieh the 
electric current was made to telegraph the 
outbreak of a fire by operating an audible 
signal—was introduced in Boston the fol- 
lowing year, and that system is substan- 
tially the one most widely used in this 
country at the present time. Since 1852, 
however, and notably since the introduc- 
tion of the telephone with its multitude of 
wires, certain grave defects in this and 
other existing systems have been brought to 


light. The circuits heretofore employed 
have been closed metallic, an 
open earth and'a_ closed earth cir- 
cuit, the first mnanied being the 


most common. In case of an actual 
break in the line, either of these circuits be- 
comes inoperative, the first wholly so and 
the last two as to all the signal boxes be- 
yond the point of rupture. Another defect 
common to all the circuits mentioned is that 
the ringing in of two or more alarms from 
different signal boxes at about the same 
time will produce, by interference, false or 
confused signals. Moreover, the grounding 
of the circuit at a single point is sufficient 
to derange the working of the system as to 
all the signal boxes beyond that point. 

It is claimed for the system under dis- 
cussion, that it leaves absolutely no danger 
of false or confused signals from any of the 
causes named. Moreover, the system pro- 
vides means for testing the condition of the 
line at premeditated intervals, and, in case 
the line is broken, locates the point of 
rupture. The system consists of a central 

ce, electrical circuits, signal boxes, gongs 
and tower strikers. A novel and valuabie 
feature of the system is that it indicates the 
location of the fire without waiting for the 
gong. This is done by means of a tele- 
gra “ticker,” resem ling that so fa- 
miliar to those who dabble in stocks, 
with a paper “‘tape-worm.’”’ When an alarm 
is turneo in from any box in this city the 
number of the box is at once printed on the 
paper four times by this instrument at each 
of the engine-houses and at the police 
station. This is done so plainly, by means 
of short dashes, that there is no possibility 
of any mistake. Thus, box No. 32 would be 
designated by three dashes, a short space 
and then two more. This is repeated four 
times, with a wide space between each. 

The signal boxes are provided with an ex- 
tra quality of double locks, made so that 
when the door is unlocked to give an alarr 
the key cannot be removed, until relea 
by the Chief or his assistants. Keys will 
be given to several responsible citizens liv- 
ing in the neighborhood of each box and to 
the policeman on the beat. As all keys 
given out to citizens are numbered, in this 
way each person becomes responsible for 
alarms in which his key is used. Upon 
opening the box a second door is 
found which  securel rotects the 
clock work  inelosed within. A _ but- 
ton praerts through an opening in the 
inside door, and above the button is the 
word, “push.” An alarm is turned in by a 
slight pressure on the button, which sets in 


motion the clock work of the box, the 


mechanism of which closes and opens the 
circuit a definite number of times. 

time the circuit is closed a stroke on all the 
gongs is given, the number of strokes cor- 


responding to that of the signal box, thus: 
A signal from box 23 is made up of two 
strokes and an interval, followed by three 


strokes, as in the case of the “ticker” 
described. This signal is also 
peated four times.

For example, bex 2-3 will be 
struck thus: First, two blows on the bell at 
intervals of three seconds, then an interval 
of twenty seconds, and repeat the number 
of the box four times. 

“Never open the box ortouch the button 
when you hear the large bell ringing, 

*\lways keep the key so that it ean be 
found instantly: never lock it up, but hang 
it up where it will be easily found. 

“In turning in an alarm the gong inthe box 
hee strike the number, same as the large 
rel. 

Unless the fire is plainly to be seen, stay 
at the box and direct the firemen where

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CURIOUS RELICS. 


Duels and the Duelling Code Twenty 
Years Ago. 
The following is froma special dis- 
patch to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
dated Louisville, Ky., December 3d: 


“Among the curious relics filed away in 
the Jefferson county, Ind., courthouse, is 
the indictment brought against Gen. Jeffer- 
gon ©. Davis for rama Gen, William Nel- 
son at the Galt House in this city on Sep- 
tember 20, 1862. It has been lying in_un- 
disturbed obscurity among the musty files, 
av.d has probably not been looked at for a 
dozen years, till it was brought to light to- 
day by one of the eh was looking 
up soine old papers. The instrument was 
rather yellow with age, and in form of 

edrawing antiquated. It goes on to state 

in the usual way that the grand jury 
found {that ‘Jefferson C. Davis, an officer in 
the United States army, did feloniously and 
willfully kill William Nelson, an officer in 
the United States army, 14 shooting him 
with a pistol.’ It is signed by J. R. Dupuy, 
Commonwealth’s Attorney. The witnesses 
for the Commonwealth are named as follows: 
O. P. Morton, the famous Indiana Senator; 
Col. George h. Steele, Thomas W. Gibson, 
afterward one of the most prominent law- 
yers at the Louisville bar, and Samuel Chad- 
wick, of Michigan. It is curious to note 
that all the prominent actors in the tragedy 
are now dead. ‘The last order, noted on the 
back of the document, is dated May 2, 1864, 
and states that the case is stricken from the 
docket with leave to. reinstate it at any 
time. T. W. Gibson and W. P. Thomas- 
son, who were on defendant’s bond 
for $5000, consenting. | No reason was given 
for filing the case away, but the reason for 
the numerous continuances of the case Is 

robably found in a letter from J. T. Boyle 
Judge P. G. Muir, of the Circuit Court, 
dated January 12, 1863, in which he states 
that in his opinion, from the state of mili- 
tary affairs in frontof Murfreesboro, Gen. 
J. é. Davis could not be spared from his 
command in the fiéld without serious detri- 
ment to the service. 

“I do not believe Gen. Rosecrans could 
spare him,’ he says, ‘or he would do so un- 

er the circumstances.’ 

*An affair of honor twenty years ago left 
no stigma upen a man’s good name, and 
Gen. Davis remained in the army, and died 
in the service on the western frontier. His 
remains were brought to his father’s old 
homestead, near Memphis, Ind., where they 
ae lie buried, within twenty miles of this 
city.” 

The killing of Gen. Nelson was a noted 
occurrence, Which is well remembered 
by all soldiers of the War of the Rebel- 
lion, but why the rencontre in which 
he lost his life should now be desig- 
nated duel,” and ‘tan affair of 
honor,”’ we do not understand. It was 
nothing of the sort, unless our recollec- 
tion is entirely at fault, but a plain 
case of manslaughter, done, to be sure, 
under great provocation. Gen. Nelson 
had assailed Gen. Davis with great 
violence and vituperation of language. 
Davis went away, armed himself, re- 
turned and shot Nelson dead. These 
are the bald facts of the case, stripped 
of verbiage and detail. Had the 
tragedy occurred at any time save in 
the midst of a great war,there is no 
doubt but the outcome of the indict- 
ment would have-been different. 

Judge Dupuy, the Commonwealth's 
Attorney at thattime. is nowa resident 
of Los Angeles, and a practicing lawyer 
at our bar.

CATARRH. 


HE TERM CATARRII IS AP- 

plied to a peculiar disorder of the noétrils 
and adjacent parts, whick prevails toan alarn- 
ing extent and is productive of very serious 
consequences, 

The most prominent and characteristic fea- 
ture isa morbid discharge from the head, va- 
rying in its nature at different times. 

In some there is an almost constant flow of 
clear, acrid fluid, but oftener an offensive, 
purulent or muco-purulent, greenish-yellow 
matter is secreted, which accumulates in the 
nostrils or drops inte the throat, necessitut- 
ing its frequent removal by blowing the nose 
or expectoration, and often by both processes. 
Sometimes patients feel as though their whole 
head was in a state of rottenness, so great is 
the amount of matter discharged and so fetid 
The patient is greatiy annoyed by 
the constant dropping into the throat of tne 
morbid matter from the head, and as a recum- 
bent position naturally favors the tlow down- 
ward, his rest is frequently distur ed from 
this cause.
